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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee,  I  have  the 
honour  to  submit  my  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report,  this  being  the 
forty-eighth  in  the  series  which  deals  with  the  work  of  medical 
inspection,  treatment,  and  the  physical  condition  of  children 
attending  schools  within  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton. 

Routine  medical  inspection  of  children  has  been  carried  out 
in  all  primary  and  secondary  modern  schools  in  the  borough  with 
the  exception  of  Portswood  Secondary  Modern  School  which  owing 
to  building  repairs,  could  not  provide  accommodation  when 
inspection  was  due.  Medical  inspection  also  took  place  at  Netley 
Court  Special  Day  School  and  the  five  grammar  schools,  Grammar 
School  for  Girls,  Itchen,  King  Edward  VI,  St.  Anne’s  and  Taunton’s. 
At  the  request  of  the  school  authorities  medical  inspection  also 
took  place  at  the  Atherley  Girls’  School.  The  number  of  children 
who  received  routine  inspection  was  9,642.  Children  found  to  be 
in  need  of  treatment  or  observation  for  defective  conditions  were 
subsequently  seen  at  re-inspections.  Head  Teachers  are  encouraged 
to  present  for  examination  those  children  who  appear  to  need 
medical  advice,  but  who  are  outside  the  prescribed  age  groups. 


The  scheme  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  children  in  the  age 
group  13  to  14  years  continued  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
Dr.  Pauline  M.  Seymour-Cole  was  appointed  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  on  the  1st  March,  1955,  to  assist  in  the  school  work  and 
initiate  the  main  programme  of  B.C.G.  Vaccination.  Visits  were 
made  to  all  secondary  modern  and  grammar  schools  to  carry  out 
skin  tests  and  vaccinations.  Details  of  this  work  will  be  found 
on  page  31. 

An  appreciable  improvement  is  recorded  in  head  cleanliness 
this  year.  Early  in  each  term  assistant  nurses  carry  out  cleanliness 
inspections  in  all  schools,  and  during  the  year  82,411  examinations 
were  made.  As  a  result  288  cleansing  notices  were  issued.  During 
the  previous  year  73,969  examinations  took  place  resulting  in  463 
cleansing  notices  being  issued.  Detailed  statistics  can  be  found 
on  page  11.  Children  found  with  head  infestations  are  excluded 
from  school  for  twenty-four  hours  and  the  parents  given  written 
advice  as  to  the  correct  treatment. 
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Medical  examination  of  children  attending  Northlands  Day 
Nursery  was  carried  out,  and  children  found  to  be  suffering  from 
defective  conditions  were  referred  either  to  their  own  family  doctor 
or  to  the  appropriate  clinic. 

Remedial  excercise  centres  established  at  schools  now  number 
eighteen.  One  new  centre  was  opened  at  Tanner’s  Brook  School 
but  the  centres  at  Ttchen  Grammar,  Ludlow  Road  and  Sholing 
Schools  closed  down.  This  work  is  supervised  by  the  Physical 
Training  Organisers. 

The  School  Meals  Service  again  records  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  meals  served,  but  the  percentage  of  free  meals  shows  a 
decrease.  The  milk  consumed  by  school  children  shows  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year.  Detailed  statistics  can  be  found  on  page  32. 

The  liaison  between  the  orthopaedic  clinic  at  King’s  Park 
Road  and  the  major  clinic  at  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital 
which  is  conducted  by  a  surgeon  from  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Hospital,  Alton,  continued  smoothly.  Dr.  C.  R.  M.  Green¬ 
field  who  conducts  the  minor  clinic  is  also  present  at  the  major 
clinic,  and  is,  therefore,  able  to  continue  observation  of  cases 
referred  to  the  specialist. 

A  full  account  of  the  work  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  can 
be  found  on  page  18.  During  the  year  there  was  one  change  in  staff. 
Miss  D.  Braithwaite  resigned  as  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  on  the 
29th  January,  and  Miss  I.  Beatty  replaced  her  on  the  1st  October, 
1955. 

The  position  in  the  School  Dental  Service  worsened  this  year 
as  one  dental  officer  resigned  on  the  6th  June,  1955,  and  no  new 
appointment  was  made.  The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  sets 
out  details  in  his  report  on  page  21. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Speech  Clinic  commenced  to 
function  again  in  March  this  year.  Miss  D.  M.  Whittard  was 
appointed  as  Speech  Therapist,  and  commenced  duty  on  the  1st 
March,  1955. 

Minor  ailment  clinics  continued  at  St.  John’s,  Aldermoor 
and  Shirley  Warren  Schools.  A  Health  Visitor  conducts  these 
branch  clinics,  which  enable  children  to  return  to  class  much 
earlier. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  Health  Visitors  on  the 
staff  was  21  including  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor.  There 
were  two  resignations  and  seven  new  appointments,  three  of  which 
were  made  under  the  health  visitors’  training  scheme. 

The  arrangements  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  Public  Health 
Service  and  the  School  Health  Service  remained  as  in  previous 
years,  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being  combined  with 
those  of  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Clinic  (Joint)  Sub- 
Committee  for  the  support  and  consideration  given  to  my  sug¬ 
gestions  and  recommendations.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Officers 
of  the  Education  Department,  the  National  Society  for  the  Pre¬ 
vention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  hospitals  and  teachers  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance.

Cleanliness. — The  health  visitors  have  continued  to  carry  out  the 
periodic  cleanliness  examinations  of  all  the  children  attending 
school.  As  a  result  of  82,411  examinations,  288  cleansing  notices 
were  issued  (Section  54(2),  Education  Act,  1944)  necessitating 
exclusion  from  school.  All  related  to  infestation  with  head  lice. 
168  individual  children  were  concerned,  some  being  found  infested 
more  than  once  during  the  year. 

Facilities  are  provided  at  the  school  clinics  for  the  cleansing 
of  children  found  infested.  The  following  details  show  the  work

Health  Centre,  King’s  Park  Road. — 


Skin  Clinic 

A  large  number  of  cases  are  dealt  with  in  this  clinic,  and 
much  valuable  work  has  been  done  by  the  staff  in  dealing  with  daily 
dressings  as  well  as  special  treatment  which  could  not  be  satisfactorily 
carried  out  at  home. 

The  incidence  of  scabies  has  been  low,  and  no  problems  arose. 

No  epidemic  of  ringworm  came  to  light,  cases  affecting  the 
body  responding  well  to  treatment.  Cases  of  scalp  ringworm  were 
minimal.  There  were  62  cases  of  plantar  warts  which  received 
treatment,  and  the  results  of  carbon  dioxide  therapy  again  proved 
very  satisfactory. 


Inspection  Clinic 

Children  attending  this  clinic  are  mainly  suffering  from  enuresis, 
debility  and  minor  injuries.  Many  opportunities  arise  where  advice, 
can  be  given  to  parents  on  the  general  care  and  welfare  of  children. 

Cases  not  considered  suitable  for  treatment  at  the  clinic  are 
referred  to  their  own  family  doctor. 
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Asthma  Clinic 

The  clinic  continues  to  be  well  attended  and  results  have  been 
satisfactory  as  shown  in  the  table  below. 

The  Chest  Clinic  has  again  referred  several  cases  for  breathing 
excercises,  and  full  use  of  this  treatment  has  been  made. 

As  in  former  years,  a  number  of  cases  have  been  treated  at 
the  request  of  the  Hampshire  County  Authority.  This  arrangement 
works  very  smoothly  .  There  were  12  County  cases  treated  who  made 
34  attendances.

During  the  year  1955  an  optimum  waiting  period  both  for 
consultations  and  admission  to  hospital  has  been  maintained. 

The  installation  of  an  audiometer  is  proving  of  tremendous 
benefit  not  only  as  a  record  of  hearing  but  in  the  investigation  and 
treatment  of  deafness. 

The  resignation,  as  a  result  of  indisposition,  of  the  teacher  of 
lip  reading  has  unfortunately  left  a  gap  in  the  Service  which  other¬ 
wise  was  complete. 


Orthopaedic  Clinic 

The  majority  of  cases  seen  at  this  clinic  were  either  postural  or 
foot  defects.  All  cases  requiring  specialised  treatment,  such  as 
corrective  appliances,  are  referred  to  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar 
Orthopaedic  Clinic  which  is  conducted  at  the  Royal  South  Hants 
Hospital  with  which  a  very  close  liaison  is  maintained.

Of  the  498  children  seen  during  the  year,  13  were  considered  to 
need  placement  in  boarding  schools  for  maladjusted  children. 
Work  in  the  Schools. — The  main  new  feature  of  the  school  side  in 
1955  was  the  first  year’s  functioning  of  the  remedial  reading  groups, 
started  at  the  end  of  1954,  to  help  children  with  specific  difficulties 
in  reading.  Six  groups,  each  serving  a  different  area,  have  been  estab¬ 
lished  in  different  parts  of  the  Borough,  and  by  limiting  the  number 
of  children  attending  each  group  to  six,  it  has  been  possible  to  give 
each  child  individual  coaching  for  the  time  he  attends.  The  co¬ 
operation  of  Mrs.  Monkhouse,  who  teaches  all  these  children,  and 
of  the  schools  in  the  running  of  the  groups  has  been  greatly  valued. 

Many  children  have  been  seen  in  school  at  the  request  of  the 
Heads,  and  their  problems  discussed.  An  attempt  has  also  been 
made  to  link  with  the  schools  in  the  case  of  every  child  seen  at  the 
clinic  provided  the  parents  are  willing.  Much  still  remains  to  be 
done,  however,  in  this  field  as  in  other  sections  of  the  work.

Training. — A  student  psychologist  and  psychiatric  social  worker 
completed  their  training  with  us,  and  health  visitors  in  training 
visited  the  clinic  in  June. 

Lectures. — Six  lectures  were  given,  as  in  previous  years,  to  the  2nd 
Year  Social  Science  students  of  the  University.  One  lecture  was 
also  given  to  the  Southampton  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children. 
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General  Comment. — The  Child  Guidance  work  has  continued  as  in 
previous  years  with  a  further  small  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  above  those  of  1954. 

A  second  Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  Miss  Beatty,  joined  the 
staff  in  October,  but  the  personnel  is  still  inadequate  in  number  to 
cope  with  the  amount  of  work.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  recom¬ 
mendation  in  the  eagerly  awaited  Underwood  Report  on  the 
Maladjusted  Child,  published  in  November. 

It  is  our  aim  to  share  the  supervision  and  guidance  of  as  many 
of  the  children  as  possible  with  the  doctors,  teachers,  health  visitors 
or  children’s  officers,  who  also  know  them,  in  the  hope  that  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  and  supervision  of  the  lesser  difficulties  are  shared  with 
others,  whilst  the  more  complex  psychiatric  disturbances  are  dealt 
with  at  the  clinic.  With  this  aim,  ten  joint  meetings  took  place  with 
the  School  Medical  Officers  during  this  year. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  a  weekly  session  to  be  held  in  the 
evenings,  when  both  adolescents  and  fathers  can  attend  after  their 
school  and  working  hours  respectively.  Increasingly  we  find  it  is 
the  family  as  a  unit  rather  than  the  individual  child  which  needs 
attention,  and  in  many  cases  the  problems  arise  from  a  sickness 
within  society  rather  than  within  the  family  or  individual.  Such 
are  the  problems  which  arise  from  boredom,  loneliness,  lack  of 
enthusiasm,  or  straining  after  inappropriate  goals,  which  could  be 
prevented  by  greater  general  understanding  and  greater  scope  for 
play  and  adventure  in  its  most  productive  sense. 


Dental  Clinic,  Cardigan  Road. — The  following  is  a  report  submitted 
by  Mr.  A.  Topping,  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  : — 

Last  year  it  was  stated  that  an  increase  had  been  made  in  the 
amount  and  quality  of  our  service  to  the  Southampton  school 
clinic.  This  year  I  have  no  alternative  but  to  report  that  the  opposite 
is  the  case.  The  statistics  in  Table  5  when  compared  with  those  of 
last  year,  clearly  show  the  effect  of  the  loss  of  one  full  time  dental 
officer  and  our  continued  inability  to  attract  any  applicants  for  the 
vacant  posts  already  existing. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  four  full-time 
and  two  part-time  dental  officers  and  this  total  was  estimated  as 
approximately  half  the  staff  required  for  a  satisfactory  service.  By 
the  end  of  June  the  resignation  of  one  full-time  officer  was  received 
and  as  a  result  the  clinic  at  Sydney  House  went  out  of  operation. 
Since  that  time  the  clinics  at  Cardigan  Road  and  Winchester  Road 
have  continued  to  function  normally,  but  a  further  loss  of  staff  can 
no  longer  be  unexpected  and  the  efficiency  of  the  two  remaining 
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clinics  will  be  further  reduced.  Meanwhile  many  proposals  have 
been  considered  in  an  effort  to  find  some  way  of  encouraging  the 
dental  officers  to  remain  in  this  service,  but  up  to  the  present  time 
no  acceptable  means  of  doing  this  have  been  found  and  it  would 
appear  that  there  is  no  longer  any  prospect  of  solving  the  problem. 
The  full  effect  of  the  conditions  described  above  will  not  be  fully 
noticeable  at  once,  but  as  the  number  of  casual  patients  increases  so 
will  the  more  constructive  type  of  treatment  be  reduced.  It  will 
become  necessary  gradually  to  lower  the  quality  of  the  treatment 
given  to  patients,  and  once  again  waiting  lists  will  come  into  being. 

Prospects  for  the  future  are  indeed  very  disheartening  to  all 
those  who  had,  as  their  objective,  the  rebuilding  of  a  first  class 
school  dental  service  in  Southampton  and  it  is  with  regret  that  I 
can  find  no  optimistic  reflection  on  which  to  terminate  this  report. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics. — Ultra-violet  light  treatment  has  been 
carried  out  with  satisfactory  results.  The  co-operation  which 
exists  between  ourselves  and  some  general  practitioners  and  the 
Chest  Clinic,  by  whom  some  cases  are  referred,  is  most  gratifying. 

There  are  six  centres  providing  facilities  for  this  treatment, 
King’s  Park  Road,  Sydney  House,  Oatlands  House,  Surrey  House, 
Swaythling  and  Bitterne  Park. 
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School  Clinics. — In  addition  to  the  main  Health  Centre  at  King’s 
Park  Road  and  the  Dental  Clinic  at  Cardigan  Road,  there  are  five 
clinics  (listed  below)  which  serve  the  suburbs  of  Southampton  : — 

Sydney  House  Clinic, 

Pear  Tree  Avenue. 

Oatlands  House  Clinic, 

Winchester  Road. 

Swaythling  Clinic, 

Mayfield  Road. 

Bitterne  Park  Clinic, 

Thorold  Road. 

Surrey  House  Clinic, 

Sullivan  Road. 

Each  of  these  centres  has  a  medical  officer  who  conducts 
clinics.  The  number  of  children  attending  shows  a  slight  decrease, 
particularly  for  immunisation  and  for  treatment  of  skin  conditions. 
This  is,  no  doubt,  due  to  school  medical  officers  referring  children 
from  medical  inspection  at  school  direct  to  general  practitioners. 
The  number  of  immunisations  by  general  practitioners  shows  an 
increase. 

The  incidence  of  plantar  warts  shows  little  change,  but  no  serious 
outbreak  occurred.  The  carbon  dioxide  snow  treatment  proves 
very  successful,  and  cuts  down  the  number  of  visits  to  the  clinic 
very  considerably. 

Boils  and  styes  were  prevalent  but  responded  well  to  treatment. 
Courses  of  artificial  sunlight  proved  very  beneficial  to  children 
suffering  from  this  complaint,  as  well  as  to  cases  of  general  debility, 
anorexia  and  lowered  vitality. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. — During  the  year  2,201  children 
received  a  complete  course  of  primary  immunisation.  Of  this 
number,  1,049  were  dealt  with  at  the  various  clinics,  the  remaining 
1,152  being  treated  by  private  practitioners.  Booster  courses  were 
also  given  to  1,443  children,  1,071  at  clinics  and  372  through  private 
practitioners. 

Propaganda  continued  throughout  the  year  to  encourage 
parents  to  accept  immunisation  for  their  children.  Birthday  greetings 
cards  are  forwarded  to  children  attaining  the  age  of  one  year 
inviting  mothers  to  accept  this  treatment.  Printed  consent  forms 
are  also  distributed  by  head  teachers  to  all  children  entering  infants 
schools.  At  Welfare  centres  and  clinics  medical  officers  and  health 
visitors  continue  to  stress  the  importance  of  immunisation.  Advant¬ 
age  was  also  taken  of  propaganda  appearing  in  the  press.
